The exposition 
proper is not more than 60 per cent, 
completed. The Kentucky building and 
exhibits are nearer in readiness for the 
opening than most of the other States 
that are to bo represented- Congestion 
of freight has caused delay in furnish¬ 
ing the building and Installing the

Lexington, Ky., April 25.—[Special.] 
—Ten thousand visitors were attract¬ 
ed here to-day by the mammoth feast 
which the tobacco growers of the Bur¬ 
ley belt spread for themselves and 
their friends. The day was Ideal, the 
sun shining clear and warm. While the 
Burley Tobacco Branch of the Society 
of Equity was the sponsor for the oc¬ 
casion. Lexington and FaVette county 
were the smiling hostesses. 

Every provision had been lavishly 
made for the entertainment of the vis¬ 
itors. Public business was practically 
suspended, many of the stores were 
decorated with designs of welcome 
tastefully framed in tobacco, the pollco 
were Instructed to elmply help the 
guests have a good time and the cit¬ 
izens of the city, assisted by throngs 
from the county, resolved themselves 
into an Immense committee to see that J 
the visitors had the "time of their 
lives." Mayor Combs Issued a procla¬ 
mation of greeting, and when the great 
procession had marched through the 
streets of the city to the Audltqrlum 
and disbanded, the assembled thou¬ 
sands were met by an address of wel¬ 
come from Congressman W. P. Kimball, 
which recalled the far-famed eloquence 
of the Clays and Brecklnridges of olden 
time. 


In a speech which I had the honor 
to deliver in the city of Paris on Sep¬ 
tember R, 1903, I employed the following 
language in discussing the subject of the 
trusts: 

"I desire to call your attention to one 
of these gigantic combinations that in 
working ruin to the people of Kentucky, 
and one tlmt no honest man can defend. 
1 refer to the Tobacco Trust, Kentucky 
produces about 50 per cent, of the to¬ 
bacco grown in the United States, and 
about fto per cenL of all the white Burley 
tobacco produced in tho world. The 
Continental and American Tobacco Com 
panics—the patriotic titles under which 
this trust pursues its system of brigand¬ 
age—have acquired about #5 per cent, of 
all of the tobacco factories In the United 
States. 

"These factories were purchased at a 
cost of loss than $100,000,000, and have been 
capitalized at $50ft.0Ot>,«M>. In addition to 
this they have acquired a majority of 
the retail tobacco stores in tho United 
States, and are still extending their ac¬ 
quisitions in that direction throughout the 
country. When they cannot buy a re¬ 
tail establishment they start an opposi¬ 
tion establishment, and soon freeze out 
the obstinate competitor who refuses to 
surrender on demand.

In order to earn dividends upon the 
millions of dollars of over-capitnlizuUon 
tile trust must purchase the tobacco from 
tho grower at the lowest possible price 
and sell the manufactured article at the 
highest possible figure. The average cos; 
of the raw material is about six cents ptr 
pound, while the selling price of the man¬ 
ufactured article is about fifty-five cents. 
In manufacturing the tobacco large quan¬ 
tities of liquorice, low-grade sugar and 
other comparatively inexpensive materials 
are worked into the tobacco, und ihe 
product Is sold at a price that will yield 
a good dividend upon the over-capita lira 
tlon of the concern.

Gen. H. B. Lyon fell dead on his farm, 
two miles, back from Eddyville. this 
afternoon from heart failure. He had 
gone to the farm on business, and aft¬ 
er talking to two of his farm hands 
left them to go and look after some 
other work. When about 10ft yards 
away he was seen to fall, and when the 
two men reached him life was gone. 

Gen. LIyon was the great-grandson 
of Col. Mathew Lyon, who sold him¬ 
self for his passage across the ocean 
and who later elected Thomas Jefferson 

President by his one vote.

Gen. H. B. Lyon was a graduate of 
West Point and afterward served in 
the United States army on the frontiers 
of Texas and Mexico. At the break¬ 
ing out of the Civil War he cast his 
lot with the South and was promoted 
to the high rank of Brigadier General. 
He served wlh distinction until the 
close. Later he was connected with 
the State penitentiary at Frankfort for 
four years. He was appointed by Gov. 
Buckner a member of the commission 
that located the branch penitentiary at 
Eddyville, his native town, and he per¬ 
sonally superintended Its building. Aft¬ 
er tho completion of the prison he was 
offered the wardenshlp, but declined to 
accept It.

The petition recites 
that the rulings, as made by Secretary 
Wilson, are a great hardship on the 
blending end of the whisky business, 
and are not in consonance with what 
have been for years regarded as funda¬ 
mental principles In distillation. 

It Is understood that the appeal to 
Secretary Taft is made In the hope that 
the rulings will be modified by the 
Washington authorities so that a test

State for many years. 

While serving In the Kentucky Leg¬ 
islature the question of enlarging the

"I did not." 

"Don’t you think that needed explan¬ 
ation?" 

"I do not." 

"What do you think of the third 
term proposition?" 

"Don’t think."

Enter Senator Bourn®. 

With this remark the Senator moved 
on down Pennsylvania avenue. While 
Senator Penrose was at the executive 
offices Senator Jonathan Bourne, of 
Oregon, came in.

Oklahoma Statehood. 

From the gossip around the Capitol 
when the Oklahoma Statehood Bill 
passed It was dollars to doughnuts 
that whatever the constitutional con¬ 
vention would do In framing a constitu¬ 
tion for the 8tate it would never be 
ratified at Washington if the Dem¬ 
ocrats controlled the convention of the 
new State. To the surprise of the Re¬ 
publicans as well us many of the Dem¬ 
ocrats the latter almost always getting 
left, Oklahoma Territory went over¬ 
whelmingly Democratic. 

Then it was that the Administration 
and th® House leaders headed by 
Speaker Cannon and Jim Watson "re¬ 
solved’’ that Oklahoma should not be¬ 
come a State in the Union until after 
the Presidential cleutlon of next year. 

That this resolve will be fully carried 
out there Is no doubt. Oklahoma will 
be kept out of the Union notwithstand¬ 
ing that Congress has voted It in, until 
the people out there subscribe to the 
Republican doctrines of faith. There¬ 
fore, It is not news to be told In the 
last few days by t<he Republican leaders 
that the recently adopted constitution 
of Oklahoma Is the "worst ever." or 
w r ords to that effect. Oklahoma and 
Arizona will only be In the Union for 
good when the Democrats control Con¬ 
gress and when that will be the good 
Lord only knows.

Samuel Gompers could not be found, 
but the statement of Mr. Morrison is 
understood to be about what he would 
have said.

Practically the same conditions confront 
you to-day. It Is true that you have been 
receiving somewhat better prices for your 
u*bac<?o, blit this has been due to the 
agitation of the question, and the organi¬ 
sations of the growers, and the fear of 
*J»© trust tliat the annual product might 
Wo reduced in quantity to loss than its 
actual needs for manufacturing purposes 

It has been claimed that th© American 
farmers cannot be united In any practical 
and efficient organisation for the purpose 
of correcting the wrongs which they suf¬ 
fer, or of resisting the assaults of preda¬ 
tory wealth upon their substance. The 
tight of the Grange against the middle¬ 
men Is cited In proof of this declaration. 
But those who make this assertion know 
but little of tho real character of the 
farmers of th© country, and especially of 
th© Kentucky farmer*. 

The lalK>r and trade unions of the coun¬ 
try by organization and united actions 
have greatly increased the income of the 
wage earner and crowned labor with new 
dignity. The tiller of the soli Is certainly 
possessed of as much Intelligence, virtue 
and enterprise as the mechanic and arti- 
Bnn. But there Is no similarity between 
this contest and tho movement to oblit¬ 
erate the middleman. The middleman is 
a nt*cessary factor in commerce. He !a 
not a menace, but a help to a legitimate 
trade, and to remove him and establish n 
new middleman was wholly Impractica¬ 
ble. If this or any other similar move¬ 
ment baa failed, It was because of two 
reasons, the lack of necessity for such a 
movement and the absence of a practical 
plan of operation.

Friends 
who hastened to tho place found Win¬ 
kles lying in the road mortally wound¬ 
ed. The dying man said that Watts 
had shot and robbed him.

I>t may b® w’cll to observe In this con¬ 
nection that although tobacco is an art¬ 
icle of far too general use. it 1* not one 
of the necessities of life—it la simply a 
luxury for w*hlch the human system has 
no natural craving. And although It has 
been In use among civilized people since 
th© first settlement at Jamestown, three 
centuries ago this year, the taste for it 
still has to be acquired after suffering 
much nausea and tribulation. There Is, 
therefore, no sentimental side to this con¬ 
troversy. except th© sentiment of riglvt 
and wrong abiding in every honest man’s 
heart, and which rebels at the thought of 
industrial oppression. If similar condi¬ 
tions existed as to any one of th® neces¬ 
saries of life "the very stones would rise 
and mutiny."

Tho trust Is lawless, but you must obey 
the law In every instance. Every' act of 
lawlessness makta the accomplishment of 
your purpose that much more difficult and 
loses you the support of that enlightened 
public opinion which is necessary to your 
success. 

Th** General Assembly has legalized 
your present mode of operation. I pray you 
not to Invoke any unlawful agency for 
your deliverance from your distress. The 
country rejoices that you men of the 
w*hite Burley district have not been guilty 
of a single act of lawlessness during this 
entire sgltatlon.

They tell the farmer what 
they will give him for his produce in the 
raw and then they turn around and tell

Modern trade unionism received a 
Jolt last night from Walter Drew, of 
New York City, secretary of the Na¬ 
tional Erectors' Association, who de¬ 
clared tha.t the unions were in Die ab¬ 
solute grasp of the boss system that 
prevails in State and municipal poli¬ 
tics, and that there was no salvation 
for them under the "closed shop." Mr. 
Drew further asserted that the pres¬ 
ent-day unions are composed of in¬ 
dividuals who are financially irrespon¬ 
sible and who elect their officers by 
a majority vote all of which spelled 
"politics." With emphaiste, Mr. Drew 
scored the "closed-shop" policy, de¬ 
claring that it was an economic sin 
and entirely out of harmony with the 
free interchange of business relations 
between man and man. 

Mr. Drew was the principal speaker 
at the fourth annual meeting of the 
Employers' Association, held In the 
quarters In the Tyler building. After 
complimenting the association on its 
broad policies as outlined In the an^ 
nual report of the president, particu¬ 
larly those relating to child labor, and 
the matter of a trade school, the speak¬ 
er said that It was the general policy 
of Employers' Associations to fight 
trades’ unions because they were 
unions. He believed, however, that the 
Louisville organization was much 
broader In Its attitude toward the 
unions, and that its members believed 
In a square deal for their men. 

"Our instinctive sympathies, he said, 
"go out to the man who works. Fur¬ 
thermore, U Is an age of combination 
In the industrial world and trades' 
unions are natural institutions. The at¬ 
titude of the public toward the unions 
however, has changed rapidly In the 
past few years. There is no longer the 
acquiescence and approval of every¬ 
thing a union does and no longer a 
blind prejudice in their favor on the 
part of the general public. To-day 
finds a spirit of intelligent criticism ani 
Inquiry Into controversies between cap¬ 
ital and labor. The public has learned 
through experience that It is not mere¬ 
ly a disinterested spectator, but that it 
is the gr»-ait interested third party 
which finally pays the price."

False Labor Leaders. 


Touching upon the question of trade 
unionism aa related to politics. Mr. 
Drew called attention to certain labor 
leaders who h td made political n fill lo¬ 
tions and indulged in profit to the det¬ 
riment of tihelr cause and the general 
public imerest. 

Continuing, the speaker declared that 
the "closed J»hop" was the greatest 
enemy that good unionism ever has had 
to contend with, and im'til It eliminat¬ 
ed this feature there was very little 
hope for its salvation. The "closed 
shop" was bom out of the economic 
herv.des promulgated by such men as 
Heywooi. whom President Roosqvstt 
hid classed as an "undesirable citi¬ 
zen." Such men, he sold, were thu 
least dangerous elements ip modem 
unionism, because they w T ere within 
reach of the law and had no permanent 
influence In the field of industry. Th**re 
was, however, another type of men 
who really were dangerous—the labor 
leaders who are above graft and who 
are honest, intelligent and capable. In 
this connection he mentioned Samuel 
Compere and John O. Mitchell, who. he 
•eeei'ted. were natuira.1 leaders of men. 
When such are fcam 1 persistently and 
Intel! I genii y promulgating false doc¬ 
trines iind theories and trying to put 
them into operation, he believed that a 
serious nrenace faced the modern day 
These men have announced 
putHidry that between capital and labor 
tnare is inevitable war. urn! that the 
unions are for the purpose of carrying 
on that war.

Mr. Drew 
predicted that there would be a fa'llng 
ofr of from 13 to 25 percent, in building

Our member* having largely been spared 
labor trouble* not because labor unions 
know w* would protect our members and 
therefore were afraid to attack them, but 
because the members of the Employers’ 
Association mre ail .educated by the ^s- 
roclatlon to treat their men fair and right 
to treat them liberally and In a spirit of 
mutual concession, thus preventing any 
reason for friction, for. as we all know 
"An ounce of preventative is worth si 
pound of cure." 

This association was organized and Is 
maintained for the purpose of taking up 
questions that pertain to the relation be. 
tw<*en employers and their employes, not 
finance*, not taxation, etc., only the great 
question of labor in all Its branches. 

There are three branches of the labor 
problem which seem to stand out promi¬ 
nently at present. 

First—The labor union questions of 
wages and hv>urs of work, arbitration, the 
clos'd shop, etc. In these, ns I say above, 
our members have liappily been success¬ 
ful In maintaining very friendly relations 
with their employes, and we are trying 
to work them out with fairness and Jus¬ 
tice to all concerned. 

Second—The second question which 
soemu to stand out prominently In the 
labor world is the subject of child labor. 
On this important subject our association 
has taken a bold and firm stand In Its 
opposition to the employment of children 
In violation of the Kentucky statutes YV* 
are for children going to school until they 
reach the U-gul age for employment and 
are opposed to their employment in mines 
or factories when under that age. Indeed, 
largely due to our efforts in this direc¬ 
tion. Louisville stands forth prominently 
for Its opposition to child labor Children 
under ngr- should go to schools, which 
must bo provided of sufficient capacity 
to accommodate them ail, and then we 
should have compute which 

will keep them from acquiring habit* of 
Idleness and rf^rhaps of vice. We have 
worked faithfully for such a law as shall 
protect our State and country generally 
against harmful child labor, and arc in 
favor of the age limit being raised from 
time to time as additional school facili¬ 
ties have b»en provided and tho^e charged 
with the enforcement of child laU»r laws 
show that they are capable of doing so. 

I perisoniUly consider this Is now about 
the most Important question before the 
public, and sincerely b'^pe that all ^se 


interested in the welfare of our youtn 
will aJd us In our efforts. 

Third—Tlie third great question with 
reference to hU*>r Is not so prominent as 
the others It Is one which the public is 
Just beginning to consider, and relates to 
the bettormt-nt of conditions under which 
laborers work. or. as generally nailed, 
"berter shop conditions.'* This applies r.ot 
only to such appliances ae shall prevent 
Injury to the person of employes directly, 
as toy In hilling ga»es. dust, etc., but also 
the elevation of the morals of the man 
or woman by In*ter sanitary conditions, 
such its washrooms, dressing-rooms, good 
light and ventilation, and all the acces¬ 
saries which go to make work conditions 
more pleasant and life whtlo at work more 
bearable and elevating. 

This coming year I hope to be able to 
give a great deal more time to these bet¬ 
ter shop conditions even than In the pa*t 
and feel sure of the hearty co-operatl in 
of every member of this association.

Secretary Quarles' Report, 

Secretary' E. A. Quarles made an ex¬ 
haustive report of the work done dur¬ 
ing the year as follows: 

During the fiscal year Just closed your 
association has had but two strikes in 
which its facilities for protection were 
called upon. These were the horseshoers 
and electrical workers. 

In the first-named case closed shop con¬ 
ditions prevailed. A demand for a nine- 
hour day with eight hours Saturday was 
made, with the further condition that this 
should be effective at once. 

The employers offered to concede evenr- 
thlng but the eight-hour Saturday and the 
immediate putting into effect of the re¬ 
duced hours. They desired thirty days in 
Which to effect the change. This counter 
proposition was refuged, and a strike re¬ 
sulted. Not a single employer who start¬ 
ed In the fight deserted, and to-day each 
of these former closed shops is strictly 
an open one. , . 

A majority of the members of the 
Horseshoers* Union were men of charac¬ 
ter and fairness, and but for the arrival 
of an agitutor from a neighboring city at 
a critical Juncture, it is highly probable 
that an amicable se.tlement would have 
been made of this affair. 

• • • 

Electrical Strike Called Off. 


The second strike was that of the elec¬ 
trical workers. This was purely an agita¬ 
tor's affair. Within one month from the 
date the strike was ’started It was called 
off by the union. Hardly a single one of 
the good mechanics took any part in this 
affair. The Employers’ Associations at In¬ 
dianapolis. Dayton, Cincinnati and else¬ 
where came nobly to our rescue In send 
ing men. , , 

In recounting two strikes and two Vic 
tories for the year there is no disposition 
to b«» boastful. W© only claim that in 
both cases the better element of the union 
was overruled by the shiftless one*. 

Another strik** was that of the litho¬ 
graphers. a national movement, the local 
houses affected being two. A comparison 
of one of these houses under open and 
closed shop conditions will be inter sting 
• • • 

Limitations of Output. 

Under closed shop conditions enough 
men could be secured to operate con¬ 
stantly only five out of Its six presses 
and the average dally output per press 
was 4.500 Impressions. With green hands 
this same company, under open shop, was 
able very shortly with the same number 
of men per press to operate all six 
presses constantly with an average dally 
output of 7.000 Impressions. Sine© thut 
time this same company lias had to add 
a seventh and an eighth press, and yet 
the labor papers claim that our strlk* * 
are putting the employers on the verge 
of bankruptcy. 

One Important strike of last year In 
which our association played a conspicu¬ 
ous i»art was overlooked In the resume 
given above. Referenoe Is lmd to the 
strike of the colored teamsters in the em¬ 
ploy of the Henry Blckel Company. Our 
association furnished guard* and legal ad¬ 
vice in this case and. In addition, organ¬ 
ized tlte team owners of this city Into 
the Team Owners* Association. A num¬ 
ber of convictions for assault were se¬ 
cured by our counsel in the (Police Court 
and the m«*n were put under heavy bond. 
The strike was an utter failure. 

• • • 

A Compromise With Riot. 

A review of the year’s strikes would be 
Incomplete without reference to that of 
the street railway, though this associa¬ 
tion had no part *n that affair, the com¬ 
pany not being a member and. In addi¬ 
tion, preferring to conduct its defense 
on lines laid down by its ofllc?rs We 
cannot poss this subject without expr*^- 
itig regret that any negotiations were 
had with a band of men who were seek¬ 
ing to gain their end* by resort to Mot 
and bloodshed. 

Honorable arbitration and conciliation 
your association will always favor, but 
any compromise with vlol^nc*' cr lawlers- 
nc-ss should never be tolerated by free 
men In saying what we have, there Is 
not the slightest reflection on any of tho*w 
concerned with bringing about a settle¬ 
ment of the street railway strike nor on 
the excellent motives that doubtless ani¬ 
mated all. 

Another most Important work of the 
year has been the fostering of a trades 
school, small indeed In original concep¬ 
tion. but with enough of intelllg“nt In¬ 
terest l*»hlnd It to promise a alow but 
steady development Into an all-important 
factor In Louisville's Industrial hf*. This 
work will undoubtedly be broadened next 
year, and It Is recommended that your 
president be Instructed to appoint a spe¬ 
cial committee of throe to keep In close 
touch with this subjedt during the ensu¬ 
ing year. 

• • • 

Wage-Earners’ Brttermcnt General. 

In betterment of conditions of wng*»- 
earners the year Just past has been a 
record-breaker. The following branches 
of trade have been benefited: 

Carpenters. 9 to 8 hours, effective July 1, 
1907. 

Electrical workers. 9 to 8 hours, effective 
July 1 19<>7 

Horseshoers. reduction of hours from 
10 to 9 

Wagonmakers. same ns horsoshoers. 

Painters, 9 to 8 hours 

Planing mill operatives, same ns car¬ 
penters. 

In almost every case mentioned above 
the decrease In hours followed voluntary 
increases In wages the yeatr preceding. In 
a large number of .other trades wages of 
skilled workers have increaj<ed largely in 
obedience to prosperous times, and the 
law of supply and demand. 

The Employers’ Association desires to 
go on record with the statement that the 
employer who does not give a square deal 
to his employes In wages, hours and shop 
conditions cannot blame anyone but him¬ 
self if his employes organize against him. 
The activities of this association con¬ 
cerned with the maintenance of the open 
shop In Louisville, the combating of the 
boycott, resisting any attempt to limit 
production or to prevent our young men 
from learning trades; ft believes in good 
wages, good sho;i conditions and reason¬ 
able hours. 

• * • 

Regume of the Year. 

Summing up briefly for the year. It can 
be said that your :Lsso^latlon has: 

First—Vigorously and, for the most 
part, successfully prosecuted every case 
of assault by strikers In which there was 
a fair chance of conviction. 

Second—It has fought to a successful 
termination every strike in which it was 
engaged. 

Third—It has sent out 27.900 pieces of 
mail matter, largely literature of an ed¬ 
ucational type. 

Fourth— Has provided the nucleus for 
n trades school in t^outsvllle. and. 

Fifth—Has used Its offices In equalizing 
conditions In numerous branches of labor, 
thereby undoubtedlv nvoldlng labor trou¬ 
ble In many Instances. So much for what 
has passed. 

• • • 

What Lies Before Us. 


The Employers’ Association, in add’tlon 
to its regular routine duties, is principal¬ 
ly Interested In three things for the Imme¬ 
diate future as foliows: 

First—The protection of the ini crests of 
Its members whenever and wherever un¬ 
justly attacked, in so far ns such attack 
relates to labor. 

Second—'The formatlon of some practical 
plan to supply at the earliest moment the 
rapid depletion of our local 1 iboi market 
by Immigration from Norwqy, Sweden, 
Holland. Germany ami Austria. 

Third—To propagate the trades school 
idea above referred to. with th^ intention 
of having trades instruction Incorporated 
in our public school system eventually. 

The above will be very briefly considered 
seriatim. 

Paragraph one refers to the oontfoua’ion 
of the activities of thin asssoclution with 
regard to the ehfbt-hour. anti-injunction 
and other socialistic KgislatIon that is 
constantly being attempted, both notion- 
ally and In this State. The National As o- 
cintlon of Manufacturers h.is repeatedly 
cxpres.*ed appreciation of the services of 
your association In opposition to na¬ 
tional legislation of this character and 
last year your secretary was call' d to 
Washington by this same association to 
u** 1st in Up- work thvrv. ihv uved vX 


an organization In this city and State to 
arous«* public mentimeolt agrUnst attempt d 
legislation of a sockUlstic. nature had he-m 
keenly f#*K until this association took up 
the work. Now tho employing interests 
of the whole Start© have been enlisted in 
the work wfch the mo»t happy r»«utta.

Louisville Needs Immigration. 

Conservatism la hardily exceeded when 
It la stated tha.t no one city ami no one 
Starts so cllrcly needs immigration of th® 
right sort as does Louisville and Ken¬ 
tucky. Since the passage of the immi¬ 
gration bill excluding tho Japanese H is 
exceedingly doutotful n k will be still law¬ 
ful for the State to appoint an Immigra¬ 
tion Oomndstdoner and appro p ri a te a sum 
of money for an Immigration fund, this 
1m be augmented by private subscriptions. 
Such 1* the plan tho* secured for South 
Carolina nearly a thousand families of tho 
be*t stock of rh© old country. An opin¬ 
ion from Attorney General Bonaparte ns 
to whether Stale aki of immigration i* 
still legal is eagerly awaited by th© en¬ 
tire Siuth. 

It Is gratifying to announce that the 
Immigration Commissioner of Soirth Caro¬ 
lina, the man who made possible tho 
securing o*fi a thousand immigrant famlU s 
for hfc* 9tate. has promised ibis tisso- 
clotion to address us cm tine ©object of 
immigration during May or June. This 
nroml*© was secured by Mr. F. William 
Vogt, of our Executive Committee, and 
who. as cittUrmap of the Board of Trade 
Immigration ComrtnHtee, has been tireless 
in Ids work along this Une. 

Should the Attorney GemT.il decide that 
State aid of immignvtlo-n Is still legal ev¬ 
ery commercial organization in Kentucky 
should Join hand* to secure the paK^og© 
of a bill by our next legislature making 
iKvsafble the same movement that has re¬ 
sulted so successfully In South Carolina 

Your secretary earnestly suggests tho 
appointment by the president of a special 
Immigration Committee of three to co¬ 
operate with similar committees from oth¬ 
er OTTEmnlzretdons. 

lAiragraph three of this roport advo¬ 
cates tho eventual introduotkm of trades 
Instruction In connection with our public 
schools We do not deceive ourselves with 
the thought that this will be easy of 
accomplishment, but we do believe that 
we can eventually bring success to our 
effort*.

At one of the hearings of 
this commission one of the labor leaders, 
being pinned down for an answer to the 
real objection of unions to trades schools, 
remarked: 

’"Because they can tenHi as much in 
six months as we can In two years."

As To Child Labor. 


With much pleasure your association 
has accepted trie invitation of the Ken¬ 
tucky Child Litnir Association to co¬ 
operate in the enforcement and provision 
of law.^ necessary to the protection t f 
this kind of labor. The Employers* As¬ 
sociation believes In the protection of the 
child from Injustice Just a* it believes in 
similar protectfrn to employer and em¬ 
ployed. This 1* no reason why there 
should b*' friction of any son betwf*»n 
those employing children who honostly 
want to protect them and public-spirited 
citizen* who. with equal honesty, want 
the child labor laws thoroughly «tful im¬ 
partially enforced. Certainly more can 
lx* accomplished through co-operation 
than in any other way. 

Your book* have recently been examined 
and passed on by an expert accountant 
an«l your secretary regularly renews hl« 
bind wfith a reputable bonding company. 
It is not the custom of thl* association 
to make public Its treasurer’s report, but 
any member will gladly be given access 
to It on request. 

On May 1 the Employers’ Association 
will occupy the entire ninth floor of tho 
Lincoln Bank building In conjunction with 
the Builders* Exchange. The new loca¬ 
tion could not well be excelled for a 
commercial organization.

Plea For Local Builders. 


This report would not be complete with¬ 
out calling to your attention the fact that 
our members can serve their own inter¬ 
ests and the cuus»* we all believe In and 
are ready to sacrifice ourselves for by 
patronizing Louisville architects and 
Louisville contractor* when they huve 
building to do. Louisville Is the largest 
city in the country probably that has 
open shop conditions In the building 
trades. It depends very much on our 
nx*mbersblp whether or not this ‘con¬ 
tinues Our builders stand ready to do 
their part If they will receive the baek¬ 
ing of the man who does the building. 

The only one of the recent lurge build¬ 
ings erected In this city that was con¬ 
structed by Loul*\iHe contractors eclipsed 
©very* other structure In the city In he 
time of construction, and. in addition, 
not a single strike was hnd on It, some¬ 
thing that no other large building recent¬ 
ly erected can boast of. 

The only way to Insure trouble in build¬ 
ing In Ixujisvifle la to Insist that only 
union labor be employed on it. 

Finally, you now have an organlzad'm 
that I* >v©ll equipped to protect your in- 
ter«*it*. wherever nnd however assaJleJ, 
but thl* I* n»>t the w'hnle l»attle. and lh© 
remainder rest* largely with the employ¬ 
ers of Louisville In their individual cA- 
paoltle*. In a w*ord. you must live up to 
ih«* prlnolples that your association 
stands for. 

Irt is very easy to Inveigh against the 
fault* of labor unions, but It 1* a differ¬ 
ent matter when the proposition is pre¬ 
sented to the employer of a possible 
money sacrifice to Uphold another em¬ 
ployer in resisting union labor tyranny. 

A cause which is not strong enough to 
make men sacrifice themselves for It 1* 
not of any moment. 

Do you believe sufficiently in the open 
shop, the right of any young man to learn 
trades unr»-strioted and the Iniquity of *h© 
boycott to work for these principle* that 
should be dear to ©very American heart?

Without an appreciation of the fact 
by their editors and proprietors, the 
newspapers of this country are to a 
greater or less extent being made the 
organs of President Roosevelt to im¬ 
pose upon the public opinions which 
It is to his interest to have accepted. 
Democratic papers and independent pa¬ 
pers, as well as Republican party pub¬ 
lications. are being used by Mr. Roose¬ 
velt—being "worked" by him—to an ex¬ 
tent that would be shocking to many 
i if realized. Mr. Roosevelt has a genius 
for working people to his own ends. 
He is an adept in the flattery of good- 
fellowship and realizes that an atti¬ 
tude of familiarity on the part of the 
President of the United States towaid 
men whom he desires to use for his 
own purposes is likely to appeal to 
their vanity and to destroy their bet¬ 
ter Judgment. It is not a small matter 
to the average citizen to have the 
President slap him on the back, say 
"Old Fellow" to him and profess t*» 
bestow upon him the sacred confidence 
of high affairs of state. No man hav¬ 
ing a proper appreciation of the office 
of rhi« f executive of the United 8uue* 
worjd naturally suspect the man hold 
ing that office of a purpose- to deceive 
in such confidential communication or 
to use the power of his office for the 
Injury of Individuals and the promo¬ 
tion of personal ends. 

It Is flattering to the correspondents 
In Washington representing newspapers 
all over the country, which In their 
aggregation are read by most of our 
80.000.000 citizens, to bo Invited to the 
White House for a conference with the 
President on public questions. Espe¬ 
cially by the younger and less experi¬ 
enced Is this subtle flattery accepted 
with delight, and It is not to their 
discredit tha«t they have such high ap¬ 
preciation of the office as to feel an 
added dignity to their position as cor¬ 
respondent when the President con¬ 
sults with them. It may make them 
feel that they are actually molders or 
public opinion and that this bestowal 
of confidence on the part of Mr. Roose¬ 
velt Is a recognition of the power of 
the press. Naturally, one Is loth to 
suspect a man holding the office of 
President of having ulterior motives, 
but the*© frequent White House con¬ 
ferences with representatives of the 
press afford Mr. Roosevelt a vehicle 
of communication with the public by 
which he conveys such Impressions as 
he would have accepted before any 
contrary view of ih* subjects under 
discussion can b© presented. The cor¬ 
respondents Invited to these confer¬ 
ences are told by Mr. Roosevelt Just 
what he wants them to tell the public. 
They have no guarantee except his 
word that what they are asked to re¬ 
peat Is absolutely accurate and not a 
biased presentation of the case. The> 
are not exp€»cted to quote him as au¬ 
thority for the statements, but are re¬ 
quired to accept what he says and to 
give It from his point of v [ ew * 
own responsibility. They afe, of coura©. 
not obliged to accept and repeat W* 
statements, but It inquires something 
above the average force of chftr ^ c . l l ^ r 
to reject an Interesting story dis¬ 
closed" confidentially by such hip \ au¬ 
thority. # m 

He Would Call It “Conspiracy ” 

The smallness Involved in taking ad¬ 
vantage of high position to gi ye 
rency to matter which would not be 
accepted without direct quotation from

Such a course on the part of a 
man whose influence is magnified by 
his office and who Is protected by the 
respect of every man should and does 
have for that office, 1* open to a suspi¬ 
cion of disingenuousness.

^ There could be no Jurt criticism of 
a policy on the part ..f the Pro*hJen£ 
of giving publicity to matters affecting 
the country concerning wffrich the pub¬ 
lic have a right to be informed, and 
there is «n attractiveness In the Im¬ 
pression which Mr. R<x>sevelt endeav- 
I ors to convey that be is 
ing the public Into his confidence. What 
I b/doea, however, la almply t« b* flrat 
in the bold >»f public opinion, to Impress 
upnn the people his point of view and 
to convince them that eertAin things 
that he desires are right and tha; any 
opposition to his purposes Is malignant, 
dishonest and unpatriotic. He ddesnot 
give out with impartiality all Inibrnut- 
tinn with reference to th* subject under 
discussion, leaving It to the correspond¬ 
ent to Judge of the matter for himself, 
but he presents his own view®, that 
which will give the I m prow Ion which 
he desires to convey, and enforces these 
views bv the power of his office, plaus¬ 
ibility of argument and the dogmatic 
forcefulness of which he Is capable.

Suggested Attack On Senator. 

It is but just to Washington corre¬ 
spondents to soy that they do not al¬ 
ways accept and repeat what he t€*lls 
them. On one occasion when he en¬ 
deavored to inspire an attack on a 
United States Senator of high character 
not one of the thiVty-flve correspond¬ 
ents Invited to the White House inode 
any use of what he said to them. In 
this instance a disclosure was lnunin?nt 
In the Senate which would not have 
been creditable to Mr. Roosevelt, and 
the Senator against whom the attack 
was to be Inspired was one whose word 
would be accepted by’ his colleagues ns 
to the accuracy of the transaction. No 
other Inference was open except that 
Mr. Roosevelt desired to discredit the 
Senator before the country’ so that 
whatever he might say to plac** the 
President in an unfavorable light would 
not be be!loved. It Is a custom of Mr 
Roosevelt to anticipate and forestall 
undesired disclosures or criticism by 
committing th© press of the country' to 
the view which he wants presented In 
advance of any public knowledge on 
the subject, and to have all wit nesses 
discredit*d who he fenrs may at nn>’ 
time testify to the public against him.

rons. They are at liberty, of course, to 
say nothing and to bv placed In the at¬ 
titude of being "beat" by those corre¬ 
spondents who do use the White House 
story. But If they use the Information 
with nn interpretation according to 
their own judgment, they’ at once be¬ 
come peroona non grata. Several corre¬ 
spondents toAve felt the weight of Mr. 
Jtoosevelt’e displeasure for publishing 
things distasteful to him, and as far us 
.possible, it has afterward been made 
very difficult for these men to get new* 
from the White House or In any of the 
executive departments. 

The President I* personally very 
friendly’ In his attitude toward newspa¬ 
per correspondents, his friendliness 
amounting to a sort of rough and ready 
familiarity, and he can stand occasional 
criticism without complaint If he can 
make use of the correspondent as a 
means of conveying his view’s to the 
public at the time nnd In the manner he 
desires. His constant endeavor is to 
sat unite the minds of new’spaper 
writers with Impressions of his creation. 
With the greatest freedom, though, of 
course, always protected from quota¬ 
tion, he talks rtbout public men In a 
way to Impress hi* hearers with the 
idea that these public men Are dishon¬ 
est and In every way’ untrustworthy, 
and that any’ information derived from 
them is necessarily discredited on ac¬ 
count of Its source. He Ims put his 
stamp not only upon men whom he has 
publicly necused of falsehood, but upon 
many others by private declaration or 
Insinuation. There Is a constant effort 
on Ills part to discredit Irt the minds of 
men who may communicate their 
impressions to the public everyone who 
is hostile to him or does not accept his 
dictum without question. If one man 
could form a conspiracy’ by himself, 
Rtxnsevelt might be accused of conspir¬ 
ing to destroy the reputation of rill men 
Who might effectively’ oppose him and 
to excite In the public mind distrust 
of any thing they’ may say or do. His 
method, though transparent enough, is 
clever and to a great extent effective. 
He knows that the newspapers do not 
want to be "worked" and that he can¬ 
not always Impose upon the corre¬ 
spondents, but. like the clever advance 
agent of a circus seeking advertise¬ 
ment. he makes his stories so interest¬ 
ing that they must be published, 
though it Is known that they are de¬ 
signed for personal advantage. 


INDIAN SCULPTURE DESTROYED 


[Bellows Falla Letter to Boston Herald.] 
One of three known examples in the 
United State* or tho famous Indian 
"sculpture" on tu'o of the immense 
rock* which form the "great falls’* of 
the Connecticut river at this place has 
been entirely obliterated, not a trace of 
the marking w’hich recorded some im¬ 


portant event in the history of the ab¬ 
origines being left. 

The sculpture was a favorite subject 
of discussion for antiquarians, and de¬ 
veloped much controversy as to the 
manner and time In which It w’as made. 
When first discovered It consisted of a 
group of sixteen or eighteen varloualy 
ornamented heads plainly’ cut Into the 
rocks. The main piece of work was 
shown on a flat space about fifteen feet 
w’ide and consisted of four heads, each 
surmounted with a pair of ray’s, and 
numerous heads without any decora¬ 
tion. On the other rock wus one large 
head with at least eight rays, this heod 
being fourteen Inches in depth and. ten 
Inches across the forehead. There may 
have been originally also an Inscription, 
but If so It had become obliterated by 
the action of the w’ater years ago. 

The markings were supposed to have 
represented a victory at or near Bellow’* 
Falls by four bands and their chiefs 
under one principal chief. 

The fact that the action of the water 
has removed what w’as discovered on 
the rocks a hundred years or so ago 
Indicates to not a few that much more 
of tho record must have disappeared 
previously. 

MORAL EFFECTS OF BOXING,

The Jamestown Exhibition. 

If the weather shall prove favorable 
Dn the Virginia coast to-day. the lar^e 
concourse of people who will at¬ 
tend the inauguration of tho James¬ 
town Exposition will witness an in¬ 
teresting and imposing spectacle. 
President Roosevelt, who Is not a nov¬ 
ice In such ceremonies, will have, as 
Inspiration for hla address of In¬ 
auguration an occasion far more In¬ 
spiring than any of the kind which 
has yet fallen to his lot. It is not 
the anniversary of a mere epoch In 
our national life, as was the St. Louis 
Exposition, and the others which pre- 
coded It, but of the first permanent 
foothold of the English people upon 
this continent. Efforts had been made 
by both French and Spaniards to find 
a similar one In Florida, half a cen¬ 
tury and more previously, but they 
bad ended In disaster. More than three 
decades previously Sir Walter Raleigh 
bad established a colony at Roanoke 
Island, but It also ended in failure. 
[And so had not a kind Providence fa¬ 
ir ored the bold spirits who landed on 
8ho old site of J&mestown on the 26th 
day of April. 1607, the problem of 
American civilization might have been 
again deferred or failed altogether. 

The narrative of the landing at 
lamest own on this d&y three hundred 
years ago, recites how blessings were 
offered up to heaven for the safe cm- 
barcatlon, and prayers were read 
from tho English Rook of Common 
Prayer. And thus began the history of 
the settlement of Jamestown by a type 
of English-speaking people who left 
their Indelible Impress upon their pos¬ 
terity, Just as thirteen years later an¬ 
other type planted the Indelible seal 
of the Mayflower Puritans at Ply¬ 
mouth. To the President who, as his 
name indicates, represents still an¬ 
other type of the early explorers who 
came with Hendrik Hudson In 1609, 
and whose followers founded New 
York, the occasion will afford a fitting 
theme for an historical review worthy 
of the occasion, showing how those 
gmali grains of seed have expanded In¬ 
to such grand fruition. 

Like all previous Expositions, that at 
Jamestown Is Intended to show the 
progress made In civilization and the 
arts In the Interval since the event It 
iroimnemorates. While It appeals to the 
iwhole country as tho initial mile 
post from which wo began the 
race of life on this continent, there is 
a certain local aspect with which it Is 
looked upon, both by the New' England¬ 
er, who regards the Mayflower ns 
having brought the most valuable 
cargo to these shores, and tho Vir¬ 
ginian and his descendants, who claim 
priority both as to time, pride of an¬ 
cestry and achievements. But this 19 
only sentimental. As to actual par¬ 
ticipation, as shown by the number of 
States officially represented by hand¬ 
some buildings, the demonstration of 
feeling Is quite as creditable to the 
Northern and Eastern as to the South¬ 
ern and Western people. The prompt¬ 
ness of many of the former In respond¬ 
ing to the call for representation should 
put to shame some of the latter for 
failure to manifest the proper spirit 
through State action.

Damages From Smoke. 

Now' comes spring, when windows 
are opened and smoke-laden atmos¬ 
phere that is, to a degree, kept out of 
residences during the winter, pours In 
and causes no little loss In damage to 
clothing, wall paper and carpets. 

This is the beginning of the season 
of light-colored clothes. Every gar¬ 
ment worn In winter pays tribute to 
the smoke nuisance In shortened life 
and usefulness, but there Is perhaps a 
greater loss upon lighter fabrics. Tho 
smoke nuisance—avoidable to a great 
extent by ordinary regulations that do 
not cause material loss to anyone and 
result In a saving to many smoke- 
makers as w'ell as smoke-sufferers— 
keeps your laundry bills up to a good, 
round figure In summer as well as In 
winter, and, aside from the expense, 
there Is the continual discomfort of 
never having perfectly clean linen an 
hour after it Is put on. 

Philadelphia, St. Louis, Cleveland, 
Chicago, New York. Boston, Pittsburg 
and dozens of other cities are actively 
working for the abatement of the 
smoke evii, and achieving material re¬ 
sults. Baltimore and Washington and 
New York will soon have electric lo¬ 
comotives substituted for coal burners. 
Louisville should not lag behind In the 
general crusade against avoidable ex¬ 
pense, discomfort and danger to health. 

Every city that gets rid of dirt adds 
to the value of Its real estate, makes 
life within its corporate limits more 
worth living, advertises Itself as & cen¬ 
ter of progress, as well as of Industrial 
activity, and becomes known as a 

live” city. 

There may be honest differences of 
opinion as to the best ordinance for tho 
reduction pf the smoke evil, but there 
can be no question as to whether Lou¬ 
isville needs smoko legislation, and 


to divert our attention throughout tho 
evening from what is transpiring upon 
the stage? 

There are. In the gallery, many order¬ 
ly persons and discriminating playgoers 
who, for one reason or another, do not 
purchase 22 seats and wear evening 
clothes, as well ns n sprinkling of 
rowdies. There are ln^ the par¬ 
quet many persons who are quiet, 
orderly and inoffensive, and who 
would like to be allowed to hear 
what tho actors have to say rather 
than what a few over-dressed rowdies 
who Infest the parquet are talking 
about. Up stairs and down stairs the 
orderly person is the victim of the 
rowdy. If placing extra policemen In 
galleries would serve to abate the nui¬ 
sance there—and there la no reason why 
it should not have that effect—man¬ 
agers of theaters should see to It tha«t 
a remedy Is applied. As for the nui¬ 
sance down stairs. It will probably en¬ 
dure until the millennium. One of the 
philosophers has observed that there is 
a latent hog in every human being. 
Oddly enough the hog is not infrequent, 
ly less latent In the exalted human be¬ 
ing than In the humble person who 
can spend no more than twenty-five 
cents for an evening's entertainment 
In the gallery and in the parquet the 
person whose hog la not latent is the 
person who creates the disturbance. 


Concerning “Baby Language . 99 

“When a man Is bom," writes Ml** 
Marie Corelli, "he at once displays that 
fractious and fickle disposition which is 
so often significant of his future de¬ 
velopment—and woman has to carry 
him up and down In her arms, talk¬ 
ing nonsense to him, or, as It is called, 
‘baby language.' " She adds that wom¬ 
an "knows she h’os to begin that way, 
because ho would not understand 
sense." 

But Miss Corelli does not present a 
convincing argument in defense of 
"baby language." Why. for instance, 
does she assume that a baby will un¬ 
derstand nonsense if it cannot compre¬ 
hend sense? 

Why should a now, untutored and 
helpless Infant be expected to compre¬ 
hend tho classic sentence, "Oo's itty 
ootay-oo is oo?" with greater swiftness* 
than, "Who's little darling are you?" 
If the latter Isn't exactly sense, it is 
at least English. 

It seems logical to believe that a child 
would learn to talk and understand 
real language earlier If real language, 
Instead of strange gurgling sounds and 
detached vowels, vyere pounded into 
hls ears. Borne of the so-called "baby 
language" Inflicted upon a meek, weak 


stance In point. He is a graduate of 
Yale University. Having been made 
senior vice president of tho new Board 
of Communications, Tang gained some 
of the most Important posts for hls 
friends who have a foreign education.

Troops are reported to be surrender¬ 
ing to the rebellious forces without a 
show of resistance, thus adding to the 
rebels' arms and helping them moral¬ 
ly. Smugglers are succeeding easily 
in providing the Insurgents with guns 
and ammunition. The high taxes placed 
on opium by the Government as a 
method of suppressing this nefarious 
traffic are unpopular. They serve to 
reduce revenues and arouse resentment 
against the power Inflicting the hard¬ 
ships of this reduction. 

We hear much of reform In China, 
and undoubtedly CThlna has advanced 
far, compared with her status a de¬ 
cade ago. But that the teeming em¬ 
pire Is now* filled with unrest that 
threatens grave consequences may be 
readily believed. It will require a 
tactful and resourceful Government to 
cope successfully with the situation de¬ 
scribed by the Pekin correspondent, and 
It is by no means certain that the 
present Government is of that kind.

Tho Courier-Journal acknowledges 
receipt of the following self-explana¬ 
tory communication; 

Why don't you roast the management 
of local theaters for allowing rowdies In 
the gallery to annoy the audience and 
actors by mnking various uncalled-for 
and unnecessary noises during perform¬ 
ances? Persons who buy theater tickets 
are entitled to protection from rowdyism 
and actors are entitled to common cour¬ 
tesy from the gallery ns well as the par¬ 
quet." 

Unquestionably the arrest and pun¬ 
ishment of a few* rowdies who mar 
theatrical performances would be pro¬ 
digiously satisfying to the patron of the 
drama who goes to the theater to ace 
and hear the play, and who feels that 
every theater ticket should bear a cou¬ 
pon guaranteeing to the purchaser the 
pleasure of seeing the play performed 
and fy»aring the voice* .of the flayers, 
as w^ll as the right to occupy a certain 
upholstered chair for a given length of 
time. But would any amount of 
"roasting" that might be indulged In 
bring about the utopian conditions al¬ 
most universally desired? 

The galleries of theaters should bo 
better policed. The county Jail, and 
subsequently the workhouse, should be 
the portion of the cheerful young per¬ 
son who attempts to lighten up Hem- 
let's soliloquy by braying In tlie midst 
of 1L to add a pang to the death of 
a mlBgulded heroine by Jeering as her 
ounce of soul slips from the clay, or to 
bring the heavy lover back to earth ty 
uttering a raucous guffaw while he Is 
breathing burning words down the back 
of Juliet's neck and the orchestra Is 
making subdued sentimental sounds. 
But tho rowdy who eat9 peanuts In the 
gallery Is not the only, and not al¬ 
ways the worst, offender. There Is 
also the rowdy In the parquet who dees 
not eat peanuts during the performance, 
but saves hls—or let us say her—ap¬ 
petite for lobster after the final cur¬ 
tain. 

If we had the proper Christian spirit 
we might say of the peanut eaters In 
tho loft "Lord forgive them for they 
know not what they do." As a matter 
of fact, we aro rarely in that frame 
of mind .when we go to the play, os 
Sheridan feared, to be amused, or. as 
another dramatist hoped, to be In¬ 
structed. Having paid our hard-earned 
dollars for a ticket we feel In no mood 
to make excuses for the baily Idiot who 
Interferes with our harmless pleasure 
os Intelligent students of the acted 
drama. But If we have no excuses for 
the gallery god—or for the manage¬ 
ment that fails to send him to Jail 
where, beyond cavil, he belongs—what 
excuse can we find for the person who 
bustles Into the parquet during the 
middle of the first act, stumbles over 
us with up untroubled mind, upoig- 


bit of Infantile pink to decipher It? 
If, perchance, the youngster eventually 
grasps the Intellectuality expressed In 
the gurgles and vowels he finds out 
that they are not actual, live, perma¬ 
nent words, but merely trlval noises 
which were poured Into hls ears be¬ 
cause hls Intelligence was deemed In¬ 
sufficient for tiie real articles, and he 
has to unlearn t them and tackle a 
brand-new set of noires that are sure 
enough words. Then he’s sorry pc.pa 
and mamma didn’t give him the 
straight goods at the beginning and 
save him all this extra trouble.

Gloomy Tiding* From China. 

It Is no easy matter to obtain au¬ 
thentic news of conditions In China, a 
laivJ of great extent and dense popu¬ 
lation, of meager moans of communi¬ 
cation, of secretlveness and of a Gov¬ 
ernment whose ways .are inscrutable. 
But there leaks out from lime to time 
Information bearing traces of authen¬ 
ticity. and lately this Information signi¬ 
fies that China faces a political crisis 
the arrival of which may be hastened 
by the famine which now afflicts the 
country. 

An English Journal publishes a let¬ 
ter from a foreigner stationed In Pe¬ 
kin. "who holds an official position and 
whose opportunities for obtaining in¬ 
formation make him worthy of the 
greatest confidence." This writer 
takes a gloomy view of Chinese con¬ 
ditions and Interprets them In plausible 
fashion. "Altar the startling edicts of 
last autumn," he writes, "reorganizing 
the central government, there come a 
reaction. Its cause cannot be stated 
definitely, but It Is probably twofold— 
the rapid spread of revolutionary ideas 
among students In Japan and the for¬ 
eign-educated Chinese at home, and 
the success of conservative Intrigue In¬ 
spired by Jealousy at the court. 

"The approval of the reform pro¬ 
gramme by the imperial court no doubt 
was given with the object, In part, of 
taking the wind out of the sails of the 
revolutionists, but the fact that In spite 
of the proposed measures the party 
kept up its activity and was recruit¬ 
ing rapidly was a discouragement and 
lias aroused great f<*ar. As a conse¬ 
quence, all men of modern education 
have come more or less under suspic¬ 
ion.

Tho court to-day. Judge Hobson de¬ 
livering th< opinion, upheld judgment 
of tii Fayette Circuit Court in a case 
of Columbus Davis against the Com- 
ro. nwt-t»!th. The appellant was con¬ 
victed cn a charge of detaining a worn- 
in and his punishment fixed at seven 
years in the State penitentiary. 

Tho appellant Davis was a boy fif¬ 
teen years of age at the time of the 
crime charged. He was alleged to have 
detained Helen Irvine, a girl twelve 
years old. The offense was committed 
at Yamallton Station, near Lexington, 
on April 17. 1906. The court here, in 
affirming the lower court Judgment, 
says that it was in the discretion of 
the trial court whether appellant 
should have been sent to the peniten¬ 
tiary rather than to the Reform School.

Judge Hobson delivered another opin¬ 
ion affirming Judgment of the Christian 
Circuit Court In a damage case of S. A. 
Ransom against J. M. West. The action 
was for alleged injury to the good 
name of the plaintiff. It was shown 
that West succeeded Ransom as school 
trustee, and f he words complained of 
were contained In a report from West 
to the county superintendent. The 
court below sustained a demurrer to 
the petition. The court here, in affirm¬ 
ing, says the words sued for are action¬ 
able, but sustains the contention that 
they were privileged, being in a report 
from a trustee to the county superin¬ 
tendent, to whom it was the trustee's 
duty to make report.

Mobile. Ala.. April 25.—President W. 
W. Finley of the Southern railway, de¬ 
livered an address this afternoon be¬ 
fore a large number of representative 
business -men under the auspices of the 
Mobile Commercial Club.

BOARD OF HEALTH TO INSPECT 
NEW ALBANY. 


THE LAW TO BE ENFORCED. 


News was received in New Albany yes¬ 
terday afternoon of the death of Thomas 
N. Braxton, a prominent man of South¬ 
ern Indiana, who died at his home in 
Paolt yesterday morning at li o’clock. 
Mr. Braxton was eighty-four years old 
and he is survived by his widow, who U 
a sister of Samuel W. Vance, of New Al¬ 
bany, and seven children, Robert, Frank, 
Samuel, Edward and Miss Cora Braxton, 
of Pool!; Mrs. Emma Brown. of 
Denver, Cbl., and Dr, Thomas Braxton, 
of Loogootee. Ho was seized with paraly¬ 
sis about a year ago, but had recovered 
sufficiently to be able to go about without 
discomfort until a few week* ago, when 
he had a no Cher seizure, which ended In 
his death. 

Mr. Braxton -was born in Paoli and had 
lived there all of his long life. He was 
extensively engaged in merchandising 
farming and stock dealing and had 
amassed a large fortune. Until a few 
years ago he took great interest in poli¬ 
tics, he had hold several county offices 
and in 1SS2 was the Republican nominee 
for Congress, when Orange county was 
In the Second congressional district of 
Indiana. During the Civil War he wus 
bitterly opposed to the Knights of the 
Golden Circle, an order that had Its head¬ 
quarters In Orange county, and it was 
mainly through his efforts that Dr. 
Bowie* and several of the ringleaders of 
that organization were captured by Col. 
John McQuiddy. of New Albany, and a 
detail of soldiers who had accompanied 
him from Indianapolis. 


To Inspect New Albany. 

The New AJbany Board of Health, com¬ 
posed of Dr. Chester R. Funk, president; 
Dr. F. A. MHchell and Henry Bader, to¬ 
gether with Humane Officer Thomas K. 
Spence, began a thorough sanitary in¬ 
spection of Now Albany, the first since 
the new law wjis enacted by the Indiana 
legislature, compelling such duties to bis 
performed. The Inspection will require 
several days and wilf include a thorough 
examination of the sanitary conditions of 
tho houses, yards, cesspools and vaults 
of the city. Yesterday nineteen vaults 
were examined, and eighteen were con¬ 
demned and ordered cleaned out. It is the 
intention to enforce the law ami many 
property owners are putting their prem¬ 
ises in order preparatory to the visit of 
the inspectors.

Whether or not the ordinance providing 
for the annexation of certain property to 
the City of Louisville is finally passed by 
th© General Council, it Is the prevailing 
opinion of those acquainted with th© sit¬ 
uation that the measure would not be in 
such shape that an assessment of the 
property could be mode by th© City As¬ 
sessor Lhte year. Louis Summers said 
yesterday that it would be a matter of 
Impossibility for the assessment to b© 
made, no matter how rapidly t.h© measure 
might be put through the General Coun¬ 
cil. 

While In many minds It is tho opinion 
that the measure will not become a law. 
for tho reason of the strong opposition 
to it on the part of the citizens whose 
property is to be taken into the city un¬ 
der the ordinance, yet If the members of 
the General Council should take a notion 
to shove It through It would take consid¬ 
erable time.

A month or more would be con- 
srnm-d before a hearing could b© had, 
should any protests be filed. The first 
of September would be here and nothing 
In shape for assessment.” 

Many people are of the opinion that 
the ordinance as It Is drawn will never 
be pasaM. still It may drag along for 
many months yet without any action. It 
Is generally understood that the passage 
of tho ordinance In Us present state 
would bring no revenue In taxes to the 
city for the next fiscal year at least.

Enforced Reduction On B. and 0. 
S.-W. Probably Will Be Met By 
L. and N. People. 


It Is expected that a meeting, soon to 
be held In Chicago, which will be attend¬ 
ed by representatives of th© railroads af¬ 
filiated with the Southeastern Passenger 
Association, will result in a reduction of 
the passenger rate between Louisville and 
Cincinnati from $3.50 to $2.75. over both 
the B. and O. S.-W. and the L. and N.

LOEB IN IT ? 


PRESIDENT’S SECRETARY MEN¬ 
TIONED AS HEAD OF RAILWAY. 


Said That Washington Capitalists 
Have Secured Control of Trac¬ 
tion Company. 


Washington, April 25.—An important 
change in the control of the Washing¬ 
ton Railway and Electric Company of 
this city will occur at the annual meet¬ 
ing next January'. It became known 
to-day that a number of local capital¬ 
ists had purchased a majority of the 
stock. Simultaneously with this an¬ 
nouncement it was rumored that Will¬ 
iam Loeb. Jr., secretary to the Presi¬ 
dent, had been determined upon as the 
president of the corporation. The fact 
that the purchase had been made did 
not become public until after Mr. Loeb 
had departed on the Mayflower with 
the President for the Jamestown Ex¬ 
position. and therefore the report of his 
connection with the company could not 
be confirmed. Inasmuch as the broker¬ 
age firm which negotiated the purchase 
of the stock were mute on the subject 
of who the purchasers w T cre, or whether 
they were committed to Mr. Loeb. 

A similar rumor regarding Mr. Loeb's 
affiliation with the company has been 
; in circulation for several months, but 
not until to-day did it take definite 
shape. 

Former Representative McDermott, 
of New Jersey, is now president of the 
company, which heretofore has been 
owned largely by New York. New Jer¬ 
sey' and Philadelphia capitalists.

PITCHER BUNTON GETS BUMPS 


Saints Bunch Five Singles In Sixth

P ITCHER BUNTON received his first 
bumps in the American Associa¬ 
tion yesterday afternoon, and as 
a result St. Paul won the opening 
jam*' of the aeries from Louisville by the 
■core of 4 to 2. 

The Saints hit Bunton hard throughout 
most of the time that ho was on the 
firing line, but they concentrated most 
of their efforts to the sixth inning. Dur¬ 
ing this period of play Koehler. TIeraeyer, 
Hartzel, Padden and Nordyke each hit 
for a single, which produced three scores, 
enough to win the victory* 

Along about this time Manager Cooley 
concluded It was time to take Bunton 
out. and the promising young pitcher was 
sent to the stable and Wright substituted. 
Wright gave the first man who faced him 
a base on balls, which filled the bases, 
but after this the visitors were power¬ 
less before his delivery. The scores 
which were made before Wright went to 
the slab, however, were sufficient to cause 
another defeat to be registered against 
the Colonels. The chief cause of the 
downfall of the Louisville team was the 
excellent pitching of Leroy, who did slab 
duty for St. Paul. Leroy is a full-blooded 
Indian from the far Northwest, and what 
he did to the Colonels yesterday was 
ample. He Is not very tail nor very 
heavy, but he has terrific speed and beau¬ 
tiful curves and when hits were required 
to make runs in yesterday’s game he was 
almost invincible. 

While the. score was small and the er¬ 
ror column shows that few mlspltiys were 
made, the contest was tiresome and made 
some of tho spectators long for a news¬ 
paper or book to read. This was ac¬ 
counted for by the fact that In a number 
of Innings the players went out In one, 
two, three order, as is usually the case 
In pitchers' battles on the diamond. 
Spectacular plays were few and far be¬ 
tween. Shortstop TIemeyer played a 
splendid game for St. Paul, but his per¬ 
formance was little better than that of 
Larry Quinlan, of the Colonels, who field¬ 
ed In brilliant shape.

By equipping It with a couple of tenU 
Uke attachments, a French automobll- 
lst has converted his rnqchine Into a 
commodious house on wheels. 

The auto Is constructed in the first 
place with An omnibus body. In which 
there is considerable storage room. The 
engines are of forty horse-power, so 
that the weight to be carried offers no 
difficulties. 

The sleeping accommodations are 
provided by stretching over a light 
metal frame fixed to the roof of the 
car a cover of canvas, waterproof and 
made to fit tightly. The dining arid 
sitting-room is a tent, having the body 
of the automobile for one wall. 

The tent ropeH are fastened to the 
roof of the auto and stretched over 
poles In the usual fashion. There Is 
room for four persons to dine under 
the shelter, which has also a tarpaulin 
carpet for use In wet weather. 

The kitchen Is similarly arranged.

The best med¬ 
ical authorities say that the limit to the 
time during which a pattont can carry 
file germs nfter recovery is Indefinite, 
and that persons who have had the dis¬ 
ease In childhood have been knowm to 
throw off bacilli after reaching middle 
age, but few- cases nre on record where 
these “carriers” actually have spread 
the Infection nnd given the disease to 
those around them. 

Dr. George A. Soper, one of the spe¬ 
cial Investigators of the Health Depart¬ 
ment. whs Intrusted some weeks ago 
with the running down of the cause of 
a case of typhoid in a well-to-do West 
Side flamily. He analyzed the water nnd 
went over the sources of all the regular 
articles of food. He set to work on 
the premises with n fine-toothed conrb, 
but could find nothing that could have 
caused the outbreak of the disease. 

Then in the course of his questioning 
of everybody about the house It came 
out that Mary, the cook, knew a lot 
about typhoid. She had worked In sev¬ 
eral families w'here there had been peo¬ 
ple ill with It, she said. Hat! she ever 
had the disease? O. yes; but It wag 
many years ago. 

That was all that the g'qrm sleuth 
wanted. He had read of such cases, 
but never before had he had a chance 
to get at one first hand.

PARTED FROM WIFE. 


OTHA NELL SENDS BULLET INTO 
HIS BRAIN. 


Tells Frimd Before Taking His Life 
That He Couldn't Live 
Without Her.* 


*’Oh # If I had only been there at the last 
moment, I know* he wouldn’t have done 
It," waUed Mrs. Otha Nell over the body 
of her husband, who had fust committed 
suicide by firing a bullet into his bruin. 
After a quarrel on Saturday, Mrs. Nell 
said they had separated. About five min¬ 
utes before Nell killed himself he aald to 
a friend that he couldn’t Uve wrthout his 
wife. 

Nell was found in a vacant lot adJoWng 
bho home of John McDonner. his ufther- 
in-kuw, who lives at 1723 West Uuk sttret. 
shortly after 8 o’clock last night. The body 
was carried Into the McDonner home, and 
there the wife, with their Infant child in 
her arms, looked upon the dead body 
of her husband. He had evidently placed 
the revolver, a 38-collber bulldog, close 
to his head, for the hair was burned above 
his rlxht ear and his face was powder- 
burned. 

Nell w'as twenty-five years of age and 
lived in the rear of 1121 West Oak street. 
He was an employe of the Kentucky 
Heating Company. Saturday. Nell packej 
up his belongings and moved to Fifteenth 
and Arbegust streets, where he had be^n 
living with friends. To Hezzie Smith, 
of 1131 West Oak street, Nell said, shortly 
before the sound from his revolver was 
heard, that he could not live aw'ay from 
hJs wife. Smith was the last person to 
see Nell before ho killed himself, but he 
said that Nell did not Intinuue that ho 
was going to end his life.

Insurance Recommendations 
Drafted By Bar Association. 


RADICAL CHANGES URGED TO 
PROTECT STOCKHOLDERS. 


APPOINTMENTS FOR FITNESS 
STRONGLY RECOMMENDED. 


SEVEN SUGGESTIONS MADE. 


Philadelphia. April 25.—The Insur- 
ance Law Committee of the American 
Bar Association which has been in ses¬ 
sion here devising a system of uniform 
laws for the government of insurance 
business in this country has adopted a 
series of recommendations w f hich will 
be presented to the association as em¬ 
bodying its Ideas of what such laws 
should contain. Following Is a list of 
the recommendations, the elaboration 
of which shall constitute the report: 

“I. The appointment of State Insur¬ 
ance Commissioners for fitness and ex¬ 
pert qualification for the position rath¬ 
er than as a reward for political duties. 

“II. That all companies created out¬ 
side of the United fltates make de¬ 
posits In at least one State. The chief 
motive for this recommendation was 
the action of certuln German compa¬ 
nies after the San Francisco fire, which 
repudiated their policies. 

“Ill The repeal of the retaliatory tax 
laws. tl 

“IV. The repeal of the valued policy 
laws. . 

“V. The creation In each State of the 
office of the fire marshal. This exists 
at present in only about one-third of 
the States. _ . , 

“VI. The enactment of a Federal 
statute prohibiting the use of the malls 
by wild cat Insurance companies and 
by any company not authorised by the 
law of the State of Its origin. 

“VII. The apportionment and con¬ 
tingent distribution of deferred divi¬ 
dends surplus on policies now* in force 
as a precedent to the right to do busi¬ 
ness outside of the State In which the 
company Is created." 

The American Bar Association will 
meet In Portland. Maine, next August, 
to discuss the suggestions. 

SEVEN COMPLAINTS. 

Indianapolis Freight Bureau Asks 
For More Equitable Bates. 

Washington, April 25.—Seven com¬ 
plaints were filed to-day with the In¬ 
terstate Commerce Commission against 
the Cleveland, Cincinnati, Chicago and 
St. Louis Railway and about fifteen 
other railroad companies in the terri¬ 
tory tributary to Indianapolis by the 
Indianapolis Freight Bureau, an organ¬ 
ization of that city, representing the 
merchants, manufacturers and ship¬ 
pers of the city. In the several peti¬ 
tions. the Freight Bureau requests the 
Commission to fix through rates from 
Indianapolis to Missouri river points 
and a scale of differential rates to Mis¬ 
sissippi crossings; to make a reason¬ 
able adjustment for relative class rates 
from Indianapolis to Chicago; to estab- 
fish reasonable through rates from In¬ 
dianapolis to lower Mississippi prota'- 
ing points; to fix equitable rates from 
Indannpolls to points In Arkansas f »r 
the Indian Territory. Oklahoma, Louis¬ 
iana and Texas; to make fair rates on 
dry kiln outfits to all points in the ter¬ 
ritory <>f the defendant lines; to estab¬ 
lish just class and commodity through 
rates from Indianapolis to points In 
Wisconsin, Michigan and Minnesota; to 
require the defendants to withdraw' all 
proportional commodity rates which 
are In excess of the corresponding pro¬ 
portional class rates upon articles 
which are specified In the petition. 

TO BUILD NEW ROAD. 


Will Develop Coal and Timber In¬ 
terests. 

AxhJand, Ky.. April M.-CSpeoUI.}- 
There w*as organized here to-nlgnt tne 
Russell Fork Railway Company, the 
purpose of which is the construction of 
a standard-gauge railway in Dickinson 
and Buchanan counties, Va.. to the 
border line of Kentucky, for the pro¬ 
motion and development of the timber 
and mineral resources of that section. 
This begins the railroad development 
on the banks of the Big Bandy. In 
which the coal and timber Interests of 
the State have long been Interested. 

To Issue New Stock. 

Pittsburg. April 25.— Announcement 
was made here to-day that the West- 
Inghouse Electric and Manufacturing 
Company Is to Issue $5,000,000 of new 
stock. Stockholders of record May 4 
will have the right to subscribe for the 
new stock at $75 a share. The par value 
Is $50 a share and the company there¬ 
fore asks a premium of $25 a share. 
The proceeds from the new* stock Issue 
will be used In making extensions to 
the company's plant here and also Im¬ 
provements. 

To Sue Illinois Central. , 

Springfield. III.. April 25.-Attorney 
General Stead stated to-day he would 
to-morrow begin suit In the Circuit 
Court of LaSalle county against the 
Illinois Central railroad for the $3,000,- 
000 of buck taxes alleged to be due the 
State from the railroad company. This 
Is the case In which the Supreme Court 
held It had n o Jurisdiction. 

WHOLE WORLD FULL 

OF PUREST GOLD. 


Yellow Metal Falls From the 
and Slashes Up From 
the Sea.

The world’s go-M supply is absolutely 
Inexhaustible, no matter What demands 
are mUde upon It. Hitherto the atten¬ 
tion of miners has been entirely di¬ 
rected to comparatively rich, easily 
worked deposits. But It has to be re¬ 
membered that gold In small quantities 
occurs in enormous masses of rock 
throughout the world. 

Almost all volcanic rooks and the 
forma Hons derived from them, such as 
granite, serpentine and rhyolite, con¬ 
tain appreciable quantities of gold, and 
vast deposits of sedimentary rocks de¬ 
rived from »uch volcanic formation* 
contain gild In concentrated form, and 
are to-day in some localities profitably 
worked. 

Profit is and always has been the 
incentive to goid production. Should 
there ever be need for working the 
volcanic and aedimentfcry rocks that 
are auriferous the means of profitably 
working them will be found. 

Experiments have shown that gold is 
reguhvrly falling to the earth. In ;isw- 
ciatlon with cosmic dust, and day and 
night settles nil over the land and aei. 
Some of this gold, when concent rated 
by wind or winter, or dissolved by acid 
surface waters and redeposlted In a 
more concentrated form, is ret'overable. 

The waters of the sea, also, are aurif¬ 
erous. and there can be little doubt 
thnit, If ever In the remote future there 
should be an extraordinary demand for 
gold, mean* could be found for prnflt- 
flb'v reducing the gold Ln the sea water. 
The area of the sea bed is much 


larger than that of the land. Its 
composition Is similar In every' respect 
with that of the land. It is composed 
of mountains, pMiia and plateaus, of 
Igneous, met amorphic and sedimentary 
rocks which corwailn gTeat areas of gold 
bearing and other mineral veins. 

Only In a few' instances, however, 
where tfhe aulrnwrlne gold fields are 
close to th«e land, will it be possible 
to work them as the submarine coal 
fields are now* worked. But those 
oceanic gold fields on which the veins 
outcrop at 1-he surface are subject to 
constant attrition by the waves. This 
causes the shedding of gold, which Is 
concentrated by the sew. and washed 
ashore. 

Gold deposits thus formed exist in 
many countries, and they ore remark¬ 
able In that they are renenved or en¬ 
riched by almost ^every storm that 
peaces over them. These deposits are 
known by various names, but the term 
auriferous beach sand sufficiently de¬ 
scribes them. They occur In the Pa¬ 
cific beaches, from Alaska to Terra del 
Fuego, and throughout the coasts of 
Australia and New Zealand, where they 
have long been worked with profitable 
results. 

The gold output from the gold-bear¬ 
ing beaches at Nome. Alaska, this year 
Is expected to reach $4,000,000. The 
coast between Cape Nome and Point 
Rodney for a distance of more than 
twenty miles Is being worked for gold 
by hundreds of men. 

The beach is In places auriferous for 
a width of 2,000 feet Inland from the 
tide level, and sometimes to a depth 
of fifty feet. From the western base 
of Cape Nome there Is a series of 
gravelly sea beaches extending inland 
several miles, which contain gold and 
are In places being worked to-day. 
These marine deposit* yielded goH to 
the value of $2,200,000 in 1903, $2,185,000 
In 1904 and $2,850,000 In 1905. 

The earth bus also Immense deposits 
of auriferous sands and clay*. These 
are chiefly In the arid regions. In 
many countries they are profitably 
worked by dry blowing processes. 

But experiments in Australia have 
shown that much of the gold can be 
extracted In these cases by a special 
adaptation of gold dredging known as 
the paddocking process. These depos¬ 
its are formed by the erosion of aurif¬ 
erous rock formation and 'the concen¬ 
tration of the gold by the action of 
wind and rain. 

A REAL “HAIRBREADTH” 

ESCAPE IN MICHIGAN. 


Man Comes Out of Tank of Burning 
Oil Alive. 


[Tlppton (Mich.) Cor. Baltimore Sun ] 

There was exhibited out In Gyrton 
recently an Instance of presence of 
mind and nerve under trying circum¬ 
stances that was certainly notable. 

Rawson Hewllffe. a tinner, was at 
w*ork out bark of Compton & Uliike’s 
hardware store, engaged In fitting a 
galvanized Iron coyer to the firm’s 
large kerosene oil / tank. There had 
been a sheet Iron cover to the tank, but 
this had rusted out and a new* one was 
being put In place. The tank, which 
Is about seven feet deep, w*as llled to 
within two feet of the top with oil at 
the time. 

Bert Clalaehe and his brother Jim 
were engaged In making some repairs 
to the* tin roof of the ono-mory portion 
of the building and, needing more gore, 
line In the soldering machine, Bert 
sent Jim down to bring some tip. Jim 
was not posted as to the fimount need¬ 
ed and Instead of getting what he 
should—not more than a pint—he took 
a pull, and, drawing nearly a gallon 
of the rnllnmmable liquid, started with 
It up the ladder ot the roof. Hewllffe, 
who was busy about the tank, did not 
observe what Jim was doing. 

When the boy was about halfw'ay 
up the ladder he carelessly allowed one 
of his feet to slip off a rung and. as 
he came near falling in consequence 
of the misstep he dropped the pail of 
gasoline and its entire contents fell 
squarely on Hewllffe. drenching 1:1m 
thoroughly and at the »amo. instant, 
ignited by the pipe which the unfortu¬ 
nate man was smoking, the lames 
sprung up around him in a sheet high 
above his head. He had not one chance 
In a million of escaping with Ills life. 
But with most wonderful presence of 
mind and fertility of resources he 
sprang forward on the platform on 
which he was working and', almost as 
swiftly as the flames flashed up around 
him he reached the edge of the tank 
and dived Into It and beneath the sur¬ 
face of the oil. 

The flames about him were, of 
course, instantly smothered out, but 
the gasoline being more volatile than 
the oil, considerable of It remulned 
floating on the surface of the tank, 
and. this being still on fire. Hewllffe 
was Imprisoned In a vat of oil acro«a 
the surface of which bright flames 
w*ere dancing and playing swiftly. 

He dared not emerge, for the moment 
he did so the gasoline still In his cloth¬ 
ing would be set on fin? once more by 
the flames and his life destroyed. 
Groping about in the tank with Ms 
hands, while he braced his feet against 
the sides to hold himself In position, 
he found and placed to his mouth a 
piece of gasplpe which he knew* was 
there. Then he tucked in and spit out 
the oil in It till the pipe was free, aft¬ 
er which he was able to breathe 
through It by breaking In the air and 
then expelling It Into the oil about 
him. 

Thus he was In a position to keep 
himself alive until help reached him If 
It came before the oil Itself began to 
burn beneath the gasoline that covered 
it. And help did come. 

George Bracker, who had seen the 
whole affair, came on a nin to the 
tank, and although he burned his hands 
severely In doing 9). skimmed off the 
burning gasoline with a shovel and 
threw It to one side till the flames 
were all gone and Hewllffe could come 
up. which he did with the utmost 
gratitude In his heart for his brave 
rescuer. * _

County Patrolman Leo Zwoydorf re¬ 
turned yesterday from Hamilton. O.. with 
Wesley Bowman. colored, whose extradi¬ 
tion he managed to recure only after a 
regular chapter of difficulties. This was 
ZwoydorTs second visit to Hamilton dur¬ 
ing the past week because of the nonap- 
pearance of the requisition papers at the 
right time and on account of the many 
legal complications that arose, he was by 
no means certain of bringing the negro 
away with him until he actually had him 
on the train and was started In this di¬ 
rection. As It was he had to put up a 
mileage deposit of ten cents a mile to 
pay Bowman's transportation back to 
Hamilton which will be .ost to the State 
of Kentucky if he Is not convicted. 

Bowman Is wanted here for firing five 
shots Into a crowded Green-street car 
several weeks ago. He and several oth¬ 
er ncgrot»s are alleged to have Indulged 
In a fusillade, und It wus nothing short 
of a miracle which prevent*?*! unyone from 
being struck. At Hamilton Bowman had 
entered Into the employ of a saloonkeeper, 
w r ho exerted every effort to get him free 
from the charge. The bench warrant call¬ 
ing for Bowman's arrest failed through 
an oversight to charge that the shooting, 
which hml been done by the defendant, 
was with the Intent to kill. Under the 
Ohio law It was found that the warrant 
did not give sufficient legal authoritv to 
detain the negro. However, the Hamilton 
Chief of Police live different times liad 
the negro arrested und Incarcerated. Each 
time his friends managed to secure his 
release. 

All the time Zwoydorf was cither In 
Hamilton telegraphing almost hourly for 
the missing extradition papers or on the 
roxid between here and there. Finally to 
prevent the Commonwealth from being 
taken by surprise It became necessary 
to hire two special constables to watch 
the Hamilton jull In order to make cer¬ 
tain that the negro's friends did not se¬ 
cure his release through some unexpected 
move at an unusual time of the day or 
night. 

Zwoydorf at last managed to locate the 
extradition papers here In Louisville 
where they had been sent from Frank¬ 
fort by mistake. They were rushed to 
him and arrived there just In time to be 
on hand when Bowman's case was called 
for disposition. Bowman will be arraigned 
in the Criminal Court this morning.

Louisville nnd Nashville Railroad Com- 
17, 1807.—(To be reported.) Appeal from 
McLean Circuit Court. Opinion cf the 
court by Chief Justice O'Kear, affirming. 

First—Railroad Right of Way-Adverse 
Possession—Limitation.—The law of ad¬ 
verse possession applies to railroad rights 
of way os well us to other classes of real 
estate. A railroad comjxmy's right of way 
Is generally only on easement In land, an 
estate less than fee simple. If the fee 
simple can bo lost by adverse tjoxsesslon. 
os It can be, necessarily every lesser es¬ 
tate embraced In or carved out of the fee 
simple, can also be tolled by it. 

Second—Snm*\—Ordinarily It may be 
considered that the occupation of the un¬ 
used part of a railroad right of way by 
the abutting owner of the servant estate 
to which it Is attached, is not Intended to 
bo hostile or adverse to the company s 
claim and right. Yet If It Is as a matter 
of fact hostile, adverse, denying the right 
of the railroad company, and asserting It 
In the occupant, nnd by the Inclosure of 
It setting the railroad company out of 
possession, all of which Is continued for 
fifteen years, tho statute erects a bar. 
upon these facts, to a suit to recover 
from such occupant the land or any ,n- 
terest In It. _ Q .

First — Taxation - Occupation - Com¬ 
pounding Distilled Spirits—Title—const.- 
tuitoiiul Provision.—The act or the Ken¬ 
tucky Legislature of 1900. entitled “An act 
relating to revenue and taxation, prov .fl¬ 
ing for license taxes on compounded. • vc- 
tlhed, adulterated or blended disilllsa 
spirits, known and designated a® single 
sunup spirits, and providing penalties i<r 
violation otf its provisions* (Acts Ww, 
Page 449). Is not tn violation of bectim 
51 of the Constitution, which requires that 
an act tfutil relate to only one subject, 
which shall be expressed In tho title. 

Second—Sumo—InLontiun of Act -Tax on 
Business.—This act does not Impose a tax 
on the spirits, but is a license tax upon 
tlicb u si ness, which Is to be determined by 
the amount of spirits produce!. A man 
may not legally engage In the business of 
compounding, rectifying, adulterating or 
blending distilled spirits, known as single 
stamp spirits, without giving the notice 
and having the certificate from the audl- 
tor; and the payment of the tax at the 
terms required is the condition upon 
which authority to continue In the busi¬ 
ness is made to depend. The whole aim 
of tho not Lb to tax the business of recti¬ 
fying such spirits. 

Third — Constitutional Requirement- 
Franchise Tax.-The act is not in conflict 
with section 180 of the Constitution, re¬ 
quiring that “every act levying a tax 
shall specify distinctly the purpose for 
which said tax Is levied,’’ as said section 
was not Intended to apply to franchise 
taxes. _ 

Fourth—Discrimination — Character of 
Spirits Used.—The act is not invalid In 
that It requires the license tax to be naid 
by rectifiers upon the amount of rectified 
spirits which he makes by blending distill¬ 
ed spirits known aa single stamp spirits 
while he Is not taxed at all on rectified 
spirits, which he makes by using double 
etamp spirits. The act wan not almeu 
at the spirits used in rectifying. The 
thing In the mind of the Legislature was 
the business of rectifying, and not the 
character of the spirits used in producing 
it. _ 

Fifth—Police Power of State—Devices— 
Prevention.—The Legislature cannot reg¬ 
ulate Interstate commerce, but maty regu¬ 
late the occupation of rectifying »n this 
State, and provide against ^ rectified 
whisky, made elsewhere, being brought 
here, branded ds Kentucky whisky, nnd 
sold i\s such In this State. Section • yt 
the act Is a legislative exercise of ‘.be 
police power to protect the people of tne 
State against deleterious compounds, to 
prevent shifts or devices to evade the tax 
and to protect the manufacturers of the 
$tat<- against competition with rivals wno 
falsely mark their goods “Kentucky whis¬ 
ky" to deceive purchasers. 

Slixth—Discrimination.—The act Is not In 
violation of the Fourteenth xtmendmont to 
the Constitution of the United States— 
Residents of the State and nonresidents 
are treated Just alike. The tax 1* on *he 
occupation and Is Imposed on all alike 
who engage In the occupation in this 
State.

BOY’S PISTOL 


May Result In the Charge of 
Murder. 


FRED CAMPBELL SHOOTS JAMES 
YOUNGER, COMPANION. 


SAYS HIS VICTIM HAD TOR¬ 
MENTED HIM. 


ALSO FEARED FOR HIS LIFE. 


Because he believed, so he says, that 
hla life was endangered, and after lie 
says he had been slapped In the fac? 
by the man who had been tormenting 
him for days, Fred Campbell, sixteen 
years of age, the son of Mr. and Mrs. 
J. A. Campbell, of 3819 High avenue, 
and an employe of the Bernhefcm Dis¬ 
tilling Company, shot and perhaps 
fatally wounded James Younger, twen¬ 
ty years old, of 310 Cable »tree:, also 
an employe of the Bemhelm Distilling 
Company. The trouble occurred while 
the two, together with many of the 
company's employes, were lounging on 
Seventh street, between Main and 
Market, during the noon hour. Younger 
was shot in the left breast. Just above 
the heart. The bullet penetrated ills 
lung and lodged In his spinal column 
completely paralyzing all of his muides 
from the chest down. Younger was 
hurriedly taken to the City Hospital, 
where he has been in a very critical 
condition. It Is said that he cannot 
live. Campbell was arrested by Pa¬ 
trolman O’Hare and locked up In the 
boys' ward at the county Jail. 

In a statement yesterday aft?rnoon, 
Campbell said he shot Younger because 
Younger had slapped him and for sev¬ 
eral duys had been tormenting him. 
The boy said: 

• • • 

Says He Was Tormented. 

“The trouble first started several 
days ago when Younger sold that I 
knocked his hat off of a hook and 
stepped on It. Last night he struck me 
on the back of the head with a roll 
of papers and Just before I shot him 
he hit me In the face. He had a lmg- 
bladed knife and had shown It to me 
several times and threatened to use It. 
I never did anything to him, but for 
more than a week he continually tor¬ 
mented m»*. He has been at Hem- 
helm's for a couple of months an*l I 
have been there since the first of the 
year.” 

While Campbell Insists that he fired 
In self-defense, none of the empJoyes 
In the packing department of the Bern- 
helm Company seem to know of any 
trouble having occurred between the 
two. From wktn^ns^s of the shooting 
no one could be found who saw Young, 
or strike Campbell Just before the 
shooting, ns Campbell said was done. 
He maintains, however, that be has 
more than a half dozen witnesses who 
heard Younger threaten his life. 

The Campbell boy’s mother wtls told 
of the shooting yesterday afternoon 
by a reporter. She said she knew noth, 
ing of the trouble which her son says 
occurred between himself and Younge* 
and she was surprised when she learn¬ 
ed that her son carried a revolver.

Mother Heartbroken. 


“I do not know where he got It. and 
I am heartbroken to hear of his 
trouble. He Is my youngest boy and 
has never been In the least bit <t 
trouble. I am a member of the W. C. 
T. U., and have been very much op¬ 
posed to having him work In a whisky 
house. Fritzle Is Just sixteen years old 
and he has always been n g>x#d boy. 

Besides being a member of the Wom¬ 
an’s Christian Temperance Union, Mrs. 
Campbell has for years been Interested 
In religious work at the county lad and 
Is well known for her good work among 
the prisoners, 

“It will break my heart to go to see 
my boy In Jail," said the mother yes¬ 
terday afternoon. 

Members of the boy’s family visited 
the Jail last night and will do every¬ 
thing that can be done to get him out 
of trouble. J. A. Campbell, the boy's 
father, is a painter. 

James Younger, who was shot. Is but 
twenty years of age, and Is unmarried. 
He lives with a brother, W. D. Young?.* 
No statement could be gotten from 
Younger after the shooting and It 
Is probable that he will die without 
having made any statement regarding 
the affair. 

Fred Campbell Is a member of Com¬ 
pany M F,“ of the First Kentucky regi¬ 
ment and drilled at the Inspection be¬ 
fore Major John C. F. TUlM>n, of Fort 
Thomas W'ednesday night. He was 
looking forward to the regiment's trip 
to Jamestown with much pleasure. He 
Is well thought of In his company.
